It could have been worse, 
of course. He could have 
lost his life. 

Is the person who perforins 
such an act so lacking in im- 
agination that he doesn't 
realize the possibly terrible 
consequences of his act? He 
had no idea who the occu- 
pants of the car* might be. 
Me might injure or kill sev- 
eral children, * Members of 
his own family might he in 
the car. 

It isn't, hard to understand 
the adventurous thrill young 
men get from stealthily lip- 
ping over an outhouse — par- 
ticularly on the property of 
someone they thoroughly 
dislike — putting someone's 
garbage can on top of a 
house, or like acts that thoy 
know are going to annoy 
without actually damaging 
properly. The "criminals'* 
have the thrill of running the 
risk of being caught and 
have to use their brains and 
running ability to escape 
capture. This is sporting. 
Many householders enjoy the 
battle of wits nearly as much 
as the kids. 

There's something despic- 
ably cowardly about throwing 
a pumpkin through the wind- 
shield of a moving car, while 
your own car speeds away 
without even pausing to see 
what happens.

smart-cuts 
for women

How often have you said: 
"Oh My Aching Back!" Well 
girls, (and men too), doctors' 
tell me many backaches need 
never happen if a few every- 
day precautions arc followed. 
That comfortable, mushy-soft 
chair is a real killer. Sitting 
in it night after night just 
weakens tho back muscles, 
and the simple act of getting 
up and out of It can injure 
many, backs. Get a firm mat- 
tress, especially, if you sleep 
on your side (you need this 
support). And Mom, raise 
those work surfaces to avoid 
as much bending as possible 
when Ironing or cooking, or 
even diapering Baby/ 'Never 
lift heavy things by bending 
over. Squat' down to use 
your knees instead of your 
back to lift up. 

Sweeten sponges, mops, or 
dishclolhs by soaking in bak- 
ing soda solution. Gets rid 
of those stale odors. 

Got some swell hints tho 
other day on buying sleepers 
for kids, If there's a zipper, 
make sure it locks and is bar- 
lacked at botl) ends. At the 
feet, check for reinforced 
soles — fabric or laminated 
plastic docs the job best. 
Any snaps on the sleeper 
will hold best if backed with 
firm tape so they won't pull 
away from the garment. And 
measure distance under the 
crotch — you may need the 
room for extra diapers. 

Maggie Magic: No matter 
what you're sewing — striped 
curtains, a plaid blouse, dress 
with floral design — to match 
up fabric pattern at the 
scams, always baste seam 
carefully before final stitch- 
ing. 

You can., freeze cooked 
food safely. And that's true 
of any cooked meats, poultry, 
or oven beef stew. That the 
meat may have been frozen 
before it was cooked doesn't 
affect it. As long as it's the 
first lime the "cooked" food 
is frozen, It will retain its 
flavor and won't spoil. 

Cool food as quickly . as 
possible after cooking. Put 
in refrigerator or ice water 
until ready to package in 
small pbrtions. It will now 
freeze and thaw much faster, 
retaining Its original good, 
cooked taste.
